There Is a Probability That the Build- 
ing Ordinances Will Be Revised 
•e That tht Playhouaaa Can 
■• Ramadalad. 

Chicago, Jan. 6. — The special com- 
mittee composed of members of the 
council appointed Monday night to In- 
▼•itigate the condltloA of the local 
thaatan and to raport upon what altcr- 
stlons are necessary to make them 
conform to the building ordinances, 
held lt« first meeting Tuesday. 

According to the statement of Al- 
derman Friested, one of the members 
of the committee, it Is doubtful if 35 
per cent of the theaters will ever re- 
open their doors. Strict adherence to 
the building laws would require that 
every one of the playhouses in the city 
be of fireproof construction, and this 
would require the demolition and re- 
building of the majority of theaters. 

Alderman Jones, chairman of the 
rnmniittee, said Tuesday night: "We 
will first revise the Iniildinp; ordi- 
nances. Then we will visit lli<> thea- 
ters and decide what alterations will 
be necessary to make the construction 
of the houses conform to the law. Of 
course the owners of theaters will do 
nothing until they l<now just exartly 
what the amended ordinances will de- 
mand of them, but they will be obliged 
'to reconstruct their theaters to con- 
form with the ordinanqea we are going 
to prepare." 

More Arrests Made. 
Late Tuesday afternoon tbe attor- 
neys of the fire department caused tbe 
arrest of four employes of the Fuller 
Construction Co.. David Jones, a ma- 
sonry foreman, and Angiis McKay, Ot- 
to Rausch and John Kingston, iron 
workers. Attorneys for the Fuller Co. 
iook Jones, who had been sought by 
the police, to the fire deparUnant It 
had been charged that JoMea and his 
men broke the skylight on the theater 
after the fire in order to destroy pos- 
sible evidence. It developed Tuesday 
after tbe arrest of Jones and his men 
that the akylights were blocked by 
scantling and tied with wire to pre- 
rent their opening and that natiher of 
them had hern opened alnca the the- 
ater was built. 

Jones, in making bis statement to 
the fire department, said: "I took the 
three iron workers with me up through 
an adjoining building and out upon the 
theater roof over the stager First I 
removi'd the wooden srantllngs which 
blocked the skylights. Then I found 
the lights tied with wire inside and 
broke two panes of glass to get at the 
wires to untie them. I finally got the 
wires off and opened the lights." 
The Men Who Broke the Skylights. 
IJones was asked why he went to the 
roof of the theater and replied that he 
had been told that the north wall had 
crarked in the fire and went to see if 
it was true. He declared he had loos- 
ened the skyliKht heeau.sc he feared 
they might fall through and Injure 
somebody on the stage. 

"Why did you take three iron work- 
era with you to Inspect a brick wallf ' 
ask( d Attorney Fulkerson, tbe Ire 
department 

Jones was confused, but Anally an- 
swered that tbe men went with bim 
through carioaity. He admitted that 
i the iron workers helped him open the 
skylights and worked with him about 
-the roof for half an hour. Although 
he said he went to the theater of his 
own accord and without orders from 
the Fuller Construction Co., be admit- 
ted that he should hare been In anoth- 
er building where he had been work- 
ing at the time he had left that build- 
ing and had gone to the theater. 

He denied that he had used any 
tools in forcing open the skylights, but 
this Btatwnent waa denied by Oeorge 
Mueller, who wftneased the breaking 
open of the skylights from an adjoin- 
ing building. Mueller declared that 
the men carried, and made WO Ol, a 
crowbar and a hammer. 

The police later formally booked 
Jones on two chargei. one of malicious 
mischief and one of destroying prop- 
erty without tha owner's consent. 
Theatrical Bualness Disarranged. 
According to tbe managers of the 
local theaters, the closing of the play- 
houses In this eity has disarranged tbe 
theatrical business of the entire coun- 
try. Companies that have been book- 
ed for this city for the next fortnight 
are either suspended, or they are be- 
ing sent to other cities, thus foroing 
other companies to change their 
routes. 

Life iusuranro companies object to

IN THE CONGRESS. 



Senator Ledge Delivered a Speech on 
the tituatlen In Panama. 



Waahlngton, Jan. 6.— Senate— Prac- 
tically the entire session of the senate 
Tneaday was devoted to a apeech by 

Mr. Lodge on the situation on the Isth- 
mus of Panama. He discussed the ab 
stract question of the fight of the 
president to recognize the independ- 
ence of a nation and concluded that 
such a prerogative pertains exclusive- 
ly to the ofllce of the chief executive 
He also cMitended that there had been 
a general expectation of an uprising 
In Panama In cose of the failure ol 
the Hay-Herran treaty and declared 
that the president could not have done 
leas than Inform hlmatit of tbe pros- 
pect Mn Lodge argued that our In- 
tervention In Panama had been only 
In the Interest of peace and contended 
that the president had not gone a step 
beyond what the proprieties called for. 

House — The privileged resolution 
proposed by Mr. Hay (Va.) providing 
for an investigation of certain state- 
ments In the Bristow post ofRce report 
reflecting on the membership of the 
public, Tuesday waa referred to the 
committee on post offices and post 
roada, on motion of Mr. Payne (N. Y.), 
the majority leader.' Bight republicans 
voted with the minority on Mr. Hay's 
motion to order the previous question, 
which was ami three republicans 

voted with the lU niocratic minority 
against the motion to refer. The 
president's message relative to Pana- 
ma and the canal waa read in the 
house, receiving applause on the re- 
publican side. 



RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 



Bill of tlie Utmost innportance Intro- 
duced in the House. 



Washington. Jan. 6.— A bill of the 
utmost Importance in the effort to get 
a nine-foot channel In the Ohio river 
from Plttaburg to Cairo has been In- 
troduced in the house by Representa- 
tive Dalzell. It appropriates $200,000 
for the i)uriK)se of having a survey 
made from Pittsburg to the mouth of 
the Big Miami river. It is intended to 
supplement a similar bill. Introduced 
early In tbe session by Representative 
Archeson. That bill appropriates an 
equal amount for a survey from the 
mouth of the nig Miami to Cairo. The 
bill directs the secretary to cause a 
survey to be made of the river for the 
purpoae of eatimating tbe probable 
coet of a nine-foot channel between the 
points mentioned, at a cost not to ex- 
ceed the sum mentioned.

Bill Providing For Striking a Medal to 

Commemorate It. 

Washington, Jan. 6. — Representative 
Adams, of Pennsylvania, Introduced a 
bill Tuesday providing for the strik- 
ing of a medal in memory of Benjamin 
Franlvlin, to commemorate the 200th 
anniversary of his birth, whleh occurs 
January 17, llWfi. A single nie<lal shall 
be stmck In gold and shall be sent to 
the republic of France, and ISO impres- 
sions shall be struck In brmiae, 100 of 
which shall be distributed by the pvesi- 
dent and 50 for the use of the Ameri- 
can Philosophical society.

Minneapolis, Minn., Jan. 4.— Samuel 
C. Hazzard, alias Samuel Hargrave. 

ex-offlrer of the United Statea amy, 
has been arrested in this city for al- 
leged bigamy, and already what prom- 
ises to be one of the most sensational 
caaea of the year haa been started. 

Coupled with the name of Hazzard, 
or Hargrave, as he Is known in local 
insurance circk's, is tliat of Dr. Linda 
Burfield and Viva Hazzard, nee Fitch- 
patrlck, daughter of Senator Fltchpat- 
rlck, of Neivada, Mo. The complain- 
ant In the case is Viva Hazzard, who 
claims she is wife No. 2. Hazzard does 
not deny living as ni;iii and wife with 
Viva Fitchpatrick Haz/.ard in thi.s city. 
He does claim, however, that he and 
Dr. Burfield, of this city, are legally 
and properly married and that she is 
to-day bis favorite and only wife, ac- 
cording to law. 

Mr. Ha/zard. or Hargrave, says that 
ten years a,i;o he had a wife in New 
York city, but that be was legally aud 
properly divorced from her. 

Ho claims he has done nothing 
wrong, but at the same time feels his 
Iiosition keenly. Hazzard is a gradu- 
ate of West Point and served four 
years as instructor in tlu' .-iiniy. He 
is educated in French and Spanish. 
As a lieutenant In the army Haasard 
went all over the country as inspector. 
He even went to Europe, It is said, to 
Inspect the armies of fcuciKn countries 
{ind waa held in KPcat favor at the 
army headcjuarters in Washington.

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 6 — Cinv. Peck- 
ham's message was transmitted to the 
legislature Tuesday, after both houses 
had organized. In the house of repre 
sentatlve £31 H. Brown was elected 
apeak«r by a vote of 74 to it, over Dr. 
William C. Black. The lenate was 

called to order by Lieut. Gov. Thome, 
and J. EJmbry Allen, of Lexington, was 
elected chairman pro tem. 

Bills introduced in the senate: For 
a uniform text-book in actaoola; for the 
erection of a new capltcd building; 
to appropriate $66,000 to aid In a Ken- 
tucky eihlMt at the It. Lonla wm-ld's 
fair. 

In his meaaage to the legislature 
Gov. BecklMUB pmiaed the conduct of 
the state mlUtla at Jhdmm the past 

year. He aaya: 

"The conditions In Breathitt county 
T/cre grossly exaggerated by sensation- 
al journals, among which it haa been 
quite a fashion to paint a lurid ro- 
mance out of any tragedy la Kentucky. 

"Onr state haa been aiade the tport 
and prey of these reckless representa- 
tives of the 'yellow journals' In the 
north and east. With morbid preed 
they 8«ize upon every crime committed 
here and display It in the most extrav- 
agant manner, while s afagailar crime 
committed elsewhere receives only a 
passing notice." 

In commending the work of the Nor- 
mal and Industrial Institute for Color- 
ed People (a state-aided school) tbe 
governor glvee hia viewa on the race 
problem. 

"The colored people of Kentneky can 
solve the soralled race problem for 
themselves," ho says, "if they can 
reach the point where tlu ir rai i prej- 
udices can not be stirred up in every 
political content, and It they will not 
allow irresponsible demagogaea to 
teach them that their white neighbors 
are tlu^ir enemies rather than, their 
friends. 

"The work of this school is, there- 
fore, to be commended and encour- 
aged."

Happen on ArrivoJ of the 
Japanese Troops. 



The Movement of Our Warships Is to 
Be Such as Not to Encourage the 
Construction That We Are 
aupperting Japan. 

Paris, Jan. 6.— The St. Petersburg 

correspondent of tho Paris ( dition of 
the New York Her.ild says ho is au- 
thorised to state that Adm. Evans has 
been Instructed not to allow the move- 
ments of his warships to be such as to 
encourage the construction that the 
United Stat<'3 is supporting Japan. 

Tho correspondent says that the ac- 
tion of tho Washington government la 
sincerely appreciated, the conviction 
iu some quarters being that Japan If 
unsupported will not declare war. 

Seoul, C(u-ea, Jan. t;, — .\ detachm(>nt 
of ;!5 marines from the United States 
steamer V'icksburg, now lying at Chem- 
ulpo, arrived here Tuesday, a guard 
for the American legation. Another 
body of 70 marines will arrive Thurs- 
day. The United Stales supply ship 
Zapliiro is also at Chemulpo, where 
Russia. .lapan and Great Britain have 
each one man-of-war. Quiet prevails 
hero, but the palace Is heavily guarded 
by the Corean army. 

The movements of the Japanese 
froojis and fleet are tuiknown here 
The attitude of the Cmi^an govern 
ment is unchangeil Sulidtude is 
shown as to what may liappen on tbe 
arrival of Japanese troops. 

London, Jan. 6.— "Nobody will sua- 
pect the captain of an American man- 
of-war of being a sclieniing alarmist." 
says the Standard editorially Wednes- 
day morning. 

This sentence expresses tbe view ta- 
ken by the press of Great Britain of 
the grave condition of thinga. in the 
far east as revealed by the fart that 
the United States cnuieut find." it 
nec<'s^ary to send marines to Se(uil for 
the protection of American interests. 
While it is still hoped that a peaceful 
issue may be found, this action of the 
United States Is held to indicate that 
the view of the situation taken at 
Wasliinuton i.-; that tlu- crisis is drift- 
ing rapidly to the <l!)n';<r point. The 
action of the United States govern- 
ment is generally approved. 

The Morning Post says editorially: 
"The landing of American marines 
proves that the United Slates Is not 
watc'iing the far eastern inibroclio 
without intelligent i4iter»st. We hope 
thev will be .nccompsnled by British 
marines."

If no other law be passed or no treaty 
with either Colombia or Panama be rati- 
fied there will still be uf) retardation in 
the conatruction ct' an Isthmian canal 
oaleaa the Praafdaat of the United States 
refuses to expcute the law already on the 
statue books, which provided both the 
authority for Bagollation and tho money 
for the construction of the Nicaragua 
Caual, the negotiations with Colombia 
having failed. To assume that the fail- 
ure of a treaty with Panama means the 
failure of the canal project is to assume 
that the President of the United States 
will refaae to;.ezecnte a law already on 
the statute books, which ia as mandatory 
upon hin\ as is any provision of the 
criminal code upon any citizen of the 
UaHad Statea. 

The position and contention of the 
Democrats in the Senate is simple this : 

That the Presiden<of the United States 
has no right to make war upon a foreign 
power, that being solely within the pro- 
vince of Congress; and that the Presi- 
dent of the United States cannot re-fuse 
to execute a liw duly enacted by Congress 
and approved by the President.
